DARK STAR 


Conqueror of Native Dancer 
in the Kentucky Derby 


DARK STAR ran quite a race. He was off and 
winging from the start in the 1'4-mile Kentucky 
Derby and stayed there. At the top of the long 
Churchill Downs stretch he was leading by two 
lengths from a charging Native Dancer which had 
just moved into second place. Halfway down the 
stretch Native Dancer had made up only a quarter 
of a length. The big grey cut into the lead even 
more so in the closing drive and 70 yards from the 
finish was trailing Dark Star by a neck. But that 
was it! Dark Star held his advantage and was still 


in front crossing the finish line. It was a good race. 
It was run in 2:02, the fourth fastest time in its 
history. 


Dark Star’s career ended in the Preakness when a 
bowed tendon stopped him while he was leading 
the field. A year earlier Dark Star first became 
prominent when he won the three furlong Hialeah 
Juvenile Stakes at 2 in easy fashion. The son of 
*Royal Gem II also won the Derby Trial Stakes at 
ene mile in 1:36 easily. He retired with earnings 
of $131,337. 


Dark Star’s First Crop Did Well in 1957 


Dark Star entered the stud in 1954 and his first crop 
started racing in 1957. They did well. From a total 
of 12 named foals, seven won or placed, including 
five winners of 11 races. Among them was the 
good stakes class filly Carrie Louise, placed in the 


Mademoiselle and Alcibiades Stakes and weighted 
on the Experimental Handicap. Other winners by 
Dark Star in this first crop are: Black Letters, Dark 
Starlet (4 wins), Dark Circles, and Alstar (2 wins).

Ambitious Argentinian 


Miami. Manuel Giberga, who moved his 
racing operations from South America to 
the United States a year ago. was watch- 
ing *Juamario work on the turf at Hia- 
leah Park. “If you see the movies of his 
last race.’ he said. “you have to cry. 
They bounce him something terrible.” 

*Juamario had indeed had a_ rough 
trip in the Royal Palm Handicap, Janu- 
uary 25, having been racked at the start 
and unaccountably kept in the heavier 
going on the inside throughout. At that, 
he closed strongly and was within half a 
length of Iron Liege and Oh Johnny at 
the wire. 3 lengths off the winning King- 
maker. 

“IT do not say my horse could have 
beaten Kingmaker,” Giberga said, “but 
he surely would have been second. 

“You know, this horse has not had a 
race for an entire month before that stake. 
I try to get him in an allowance but I 
cannot get in. I want so much to have him 
tun at least once before meeting such a 
hard field. 

“T work him January 15 a mile and an 
eighth. He went the mile in 1:3815 hand- 
ily and the mile and an eighth in 1:5134. 
That made the picture clear to me. I know 
the horse is fit, 1 slow down then. I work 
him 6 furlongs January 21. He went very 
slow the first half and run the last quar- 
ter in 25 flat in the mud. 

“I did not say anything to anybody, 
they would think I am crazy. But inside 
I know this horse would be a contender. 

“The bumping hurt him, and being on 
the inside did him no good. He likes to 
pass horses on the outside in the stretch. 
He did not have that opportunity. 

“The thing that amazed me was the 
way he came out of his race. He was 
barely puffing. I think I could have run 
again the next day and he would have 
run very good.” 


1% Miles Just Right 


Manuel took possession of *Juamario 
4 months ago. The 6-year-old chestnut 
horse by Nigromante—Jeanette, by Top 
Coat, arrived from Argentina last fall and 
was not impressive in his first 3 races. 
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TRAINER MANUEL GIBERGA, WITH *JUAMARIO AND *YAPAL. 


But his fourth start, in the Christmas 
Handicap at Tropical Park, found him 
closing stoutly to be second to Gray 
Phantom. His next race was the Royal 
Palm in which he surprised everyone but 
Manuel. 

Giberga would start him in the Bou- 
gainvillea Stakes, on the turf February 1, 
only if a small field was entered. 

“Tt will be too tough for him if the 
field is large.” he explained. “The way 
he runs, on the outside and from off the 
pace, it is asking too much. Mile and 
three-sixteenths is not far enough for him 
to get up. 

“He definitely will run in the Turf 
Handicap (March 3) though.” he added. 
“That is a mile and a half, and he will 
have enough time. 

“IT think this horse has not run his best 
race. The mile and an eighth is not quite 
right for him. I have to change his way 
of running so he is not too far out of it. 
When he goes 114 miles he can run as he 
pleases.” 

Giberga trains his horses in the same 
manner he did in Argentina, but not be- 
cause he prefers that method. 

“Tt is not fair to the horse to use the 
American training methods until they are 
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fully acclimated. The change is too radi- 
cal. Once they are used to their sur- 
roundings and temperature, then I change 
the pace so they do not have to come 
from too far back. Most South American 
horses pick it up right away.” 

Giberga had just sold *Juamario to 
Huey and Sue Young for an undisclosed 
sum, but he would remain as trainer for 
the horse. He also sold *Anacal, a horse 
he rates “10 to 15 lengths better than 
*Juamario,” to Eugenia Bankhead and 
Louise Carpenter. Again the price was 
not disclosed. *Anacal’s sire, Claro, is 
the sire of *El Chama. 

“T am unhappy to give up such a fine 
horse as *Anacal,” Manuel said, “but it 
is good to place him in the hands of such 
fine racing people. If he goes on to win 
important races here—and I am sure he 
will—it will open doors to me. I hope to 
form a public stable, but it is difficult 
when you are not known. 

“As for *Juamario, I hope to do well 
with him and continue to train him. But 
you know how it goes. If you do not win, 
the horse is liable to go from under you.” 


More at Home Like Him 


Oddly enough. the 6-year-old *Juamario 
is primarily a dirt horse. He raced only 
once on the grass in Argentina and fin- 
ished second. 

“The way he moves in his grass work- 
outs. I think he will run well,” Manuel 
said. “Nigromante horses usually run well 
on the turf. 

“*Juamario likes very, very much to be 
rated. I do not say he is the best horse. 
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Nooran, a 6-year-old mare by *Noor, scored her first stakes victory on January 
29, when she nosed out Myrtle and Ballet Khal in the Santa Maria Handicap. 


I do say he is as good as any for that 
last quarter-mile.” 

*Juamario is a lean, leggy horse, with 
the lines of a greyhound. “He is a good 
eater.” Giberga said, “but he does not 
put on flesh. I prefer him the way he 
is, for a distance horse. He has no tem- 
perament at all. He is just like a puppy. 
the most gentle horse I have ever seen.” 

Giberga may run *Juamario in the Gulf- 
stream Handicap before shipping north 
for Laurel. Pimlico, and Delaware. In the 
summer he plans to invade the major 
eastern tracks in New York and New 
Jersey. 

For the New York invasion Giberga 
will have his 4-year-old colt Zurrido ship- 
ped from Argentina. The colt ran a mile 
in 1:3624 at Palermo. “The track there is 
sandy, like Laurel. The time was excel- 
lent.” 

Giberga also hopes to receive Farolon, 
owned by C. A. Pelayo. Farolon won the 
2-mile Premio Resistencia (at Palermo) 
in Argentina last year. He is primarily a 
grass horse. 

Manuel is particularly high on his own 
2-year-old colt, still in Argentina, named 
Thank Yeu. He is by My Love, which 
was bred by the Aga Khan, won the Eng- 
lish Derby. 

“Thank You is a beautiful colt,” Man- 
uel said, “I don’t see how any colt could 
have better blood lines. I will bring him 
here in May.” 

Giberga has another well bred colt. 
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the 3-year-old *Yapai, stabled at Hia- 
leah. *Yapai’s dam, Yungla, is a sister 
to *Yatasto, the horse purchased by a 
California syndicate for more than $250.- 
000. *Yatasto and *Yungla are both by 
Selim Hassan—Yucca. *Yapai is being 
broken and trained entirely in the Amer- 
ican method. 


*Stephanotis Stepinonit 


Sixteen horses went to the post in the 
Bougainvillea, so *Juamario passed up 
the race. Hasty House Farms’ entry of 
*Stephanotis and *Mahan went off the 
7-5 favorite and combined to run down 
Hoop Band in the last furlong and fin- 
ished 1-2. Hoop Band was third, *Rafty 
fourth, and *Tudor Era fifth. 


*Stephanotis, the winner, is an I[rish- 
bred 5-year-old bay horse by Stardust—

Shello, by Donatello II. Allie Reuben: 
chased the horse for a reported $30,000 
after *Stephanotis had finished third to 
*Mahan in the Washington, D. C., Ip. 
ternational last November 11. 

In his second American start, January 
25 at Hialeah, *Stephanotis broke last 
under Bill Hartack but came on to win 
at 1,'; miles on the grass. 

Again in the Bougainvillea *Stephan. 
otis came away slowly, in 12th place. He 
was ninth after a quarter, about 11 lengths 
off the lead. After 6 furlongs he had 
moved up to be fifth, only 31 lengths 
behind Hoop Band. 

The latter opened up 2 lengths on the 
stretch turn. *Mahan caught him first, and 
then *Stephanotis nailed them both to 
win by a length. *Mahan was a neck jn 
front of Hoop Band. *Rafty came from 
off the pace, had some trouble in the 
drive, and ran impressively to be fourth, 
beaten less than 2 lengths.

The Shoe from Texas 


Los AnceLes. For 2 days a corps of 
newspaper photographers camped on the 
finish line at Santa Anita Park, waiting 
for a 26-year-old Texan named William 
Shoemaker to ride the 3,000th winner of 
his career as a jockey. Shoemaker, pos- 
sibly feeling a little tension, struck out 
on 12 mounts. No. 13 was Eternal Pere, 
a $3,500 plater, which Shoemaker guided 
into the winner’s circle to become the 
sixth jockey in American history to ride 
3,000 winners. 

Between races the next afternoon Santa 
Anita honored Shoemaker by presenting 
him with a sterling silver plate to com- 
memorate this important milestone and, 
with the pressure off, Willie began his 
march on the next thousand by booting 
home 4 more winners. Among them was 
Ekaba, wire-to-wire winner of the San 
Marcos Handicap over Santa Anita’s col- 
orful hillside-infield turf course. 

Both Ekaba and Promised Land are 
newcomers to California this winter. Off 
Ekaba’s Midwestern form and Promised 
Land’s eastern races, the latter seemed a 
much superior horse. Racing secretary 
Jimmy Kilroe thought so, too, assigning 
125 pounds to Promised Land for the 
114-mile race, and 121 to Ekaba. The 
crowd of 47,000 felt the same way, send- 
ing Hirsch Jacobs’ gray son of Pales- 
tinian to the post favored in the field 
of 10. 

They reckoned without Shoemaker, who 
sent Ekaba into the lead at the start, 
rated the son of Volcanic beautifully, re 
pulsed a stern challenge by Promis 
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{and on the far turn, then came away 
in the stretch to win by 314 lengths. His 
time over a course that was soft was 
2:0115. Promised Land lost place honors 
by a nose to Solid Son. 

It was an easy race for Ekaba until 
he reached the turn. He had no trouble 
getting the early lead and holding a 
margin of about 2 lengths to the half- 
mile pole. Once on the backstretch, 
Promised Land went to the outside and 
began a long steady run at the leader. 

Going into the far turn, Promised Land 
was lapped on Ekaba, and he kept cutting 
down the margin. In the middle of the 
turn, he was only a neck away, but that 
was as close as he could get. Shoemaker. 
who had saved plenty with his mount, 
called on Ekaba, and the 4-year-old drew 
away from the tiring Promised Land at 
the top of the home stretch. 


Trainer Jimmy Wallace, who bought 
Ekaba privately for $25,000 for the 
Agoura Stock Farm of F. G. and G. J. 
Johnston, said that he started running 
the chestnut colt on the grass because 
he recalled that Ekaba’s sire, Volcanic, 
was such a splendid turf-course horse. 
The San Marcos was Ekaba’s third vic- 
tory of the season on the grass. He lost 
another, the San Gabriel Handicap, by a 
head to *Tall Chief II, when his rider 
that afternoon became over-confident in 
the stretch. *Tall Chief II was fifth in 
the San Marcos. 

Located in the north end of the sprawl- 
ing San Fernando Valley, the Agoura 
property is divided into 2 sections. One 
is known, quite modestly, as the “world’s 
largest chicken farm,” and the other is 
for raising Thoroughbreds and Quarter 
Horses. The Johnstons tried, unsuccess- 
fully, to promote Quarter Horse racing 
at Las Vegas after the Thoroughbred ven- 
ture failed several years ago. 

On the same card with the San Marcos 
was the 21st running of the San Pasqual 
Handicap, which was won by Terrang 
for his sixth stakes victory in 4 years at 
Santa Anita. When Terrang is good, he is 
very hard to beat, and his time of 1:4125 
was the second-fastest 1,4; miles ever run 
over the main course. The track record is 
1:4045, set 3 years ago by *Poona II. 

Terrang went to the front at once, and 
dashed into a 4-length lead. Leaving the 
backstretch, Find, making his first start 
as an 8-year-old, and Porterhouse charged 
at him. In a few strides, they chopped 
Terrang’s lead to a length, but couldn’t 
quite catch the brown son of *Khaled— 
Flying Choice. He was on the rail, where 
he was saving ground that counted, while 
Find was outside of him and Porterhouse 
lad to race well out in the middle of the 
track, 

At the top of the home stretch, Terrang 
still was a length on top, and he battled 
his rivals stride-for-stride to the sixteenth- 
pole. Then he weakened a little, and 
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First foal by Nashua arrived on February 1, when the stakes-winning mare 
Windmill dropped a colt at Mereworth Farm, Lexington. By *Quatre Bras II— 
Flying Wind, Windmill earned $78,010, and has produced 3 stakes-placed horses. 


Find and Porterhouse were closing in on 
him again at the wire. Find was beaten 
only half a length in a big race, as it was 
his first start since finishing out of the 
money in the Gallant Fox Handicap early 
ins November.

Hollywood Stakes, Closings 


Hollywood Park, which annually has 
the highest daily purse distribution of 
any track in the country, has announced 
a $1,230,000 stakes program for its 55-day 
meeting opening May 8. Track president 
Mervyn LeRoy said the overnight program 
had not been completed yet. but he be- 
lieved total distribution would exceed $3.- 
695,000, the amount paid in purses in 
1957.

Only significant money change is that 
the Argonaut Handicap has been increased 
from $25,000 to $50,000.

After a 3-month search for a successor 
to Horace Wade. Hazel Park hired Robert 
P. (Bob) McAuliffe. who had succeedeu 
Wade at Sportsman’s Park when Horace 
ceme to Detroit in 1949. 

McAuliffe’s appointment ended the 
long quest for “a racing secretary of na- 
tional reputation and experience on major 
tracks.” 

Ever since Wade resigned last October 
to become general manager of Waterford 
Park, Hazel Park president Richard A. 
Connell and a committee of Hazel Park 
directors had combed the country for 
candidates. The Hazel Park committee 
finally decided that the simplest thing 


to do was hire McAuliffe. who was at’ 


the track as a steward last spring. It 
did so reluctantly because McAuliffe was 
regarded as a stout asset to the officials’ 
stand. 

The new racing secretary hopes to con- 
tinue a project that Wade started, pro- 
moting a Sportsman’s-Hazel Park circuit. 
At present, McAuliffe is in Florida, 
rounding up horses for both tracks. 

Even though the recession has hit De- 
troit hard, officials of the Michigan Rac- 
ing Association have decided to bet a 


quarter of a million dollars on the future 
of horse racing here. 

They have announced a $250,000 im. 
provement program which ranges from 
new escalators in the grandstand to paving 
of roads in the stable area. The program 
also includes paving and expansion of 
public parking lots, complete repainting 
of the grandstand and barns, and addi- 
tional landscaping of the stable area. 

“We're going ahead with our plans de- 
spite the poor economic conditions in De. 
troit.” MRA president Dale Shaffer said 
in disclosing the track’s biggest improve. 
ment program since it opened in 1950, 

Two moving stairways, 32 inches wide, 
will be installed on the paddock side of 
the grandstand. They will be reversible, 
depending on the flow of traffic to and 
from the grandstand and club house. both 
under the same roof. 

In keeping with its optimistic outlook, 
the MRA will follow through on a color 
scheme introduced last season in the mu- 
tuel areas. 

“At that time.” said general manager 
Paul Ryder, “we tried out gay. vivid 
colors, and the response was so gratifying 
that we're going to do over the whole plant 
along those lines.” 

Horsemen aren't going to be forgotten, 
either. The entire 244 miles of stable 
roads will be blacktopped, starting in the 
spring, and, to beautify the barn area and 
close off certain sections to cars and horse 
vans, shrubbery will be placed between the 
barns.

More Money, Fewer Stakes 


A total of $1,495.000 will be offered in 
32 stakes this summer at the co-ordinated 
Balmoral, Arlington Park, and Washing- 
ton Park meetings. This will be $90,000 
more than was offered last year in 38 
stakes. 

Seven stakes have been eliminated, in- 
cluding one for 2-year-olds. one for 2-year- 
old fillies, 2 for 3-year-olds. one for 3-year- 
old fillies, one for older horses, and one 
for older fillies and mares. One race for 
older horses has been added. 

Six stakes have been increased by 
$25,000 or more each. They include the 
Laurance Armour Memorial Handicap, 
increased $55.000; the Stars and Stripes 
Handicap and the Equipoise Mile, each 
iucreased $50,000; and the Beverly, Cita- 
tion, and Warren Wright Memorial Hand- 
icaps, each increased $25,000. The only 
significant decrease was in the Arlington 
Handicap, lowered from $100,000 to $75, 
000. 

Because the tracks’ 97 racing days 
are split into only 2 meetings this year 
— Washington Park from May 12 to July 
5 and Arlington Park from July 7 to Sep- 
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tember 1 — all of the $100,000 races and 
all but one of the $75,000 races will be 
run at Arlington.

Animal Industry of the Department of Agriculture and Markets of the State of 
New York, directed that all horses racing in New York should be vaccinated 
with a series of two injections of bivalent vaccine (Eastern and Western strains) 
against equine encephalomyelitis (sleeping sickness). Acting at the request of a 
number of owners and trainers, and of the Greater New York Association, Inc., 
owning and operating the race tracks in New York State, the commission has 
determined not to issue a directive for such vaccination at this time, and to sub- 
stitute therefor a strong recommendation that such vaccination be completed at 
least 21 days before the entry of your horses into the State of New York. 


In substituting this strong recommendation for a positive directive, the 
commission would point out that if there should be an incidence of equine en- 
cephalomyelitis (sleeping sickness) in New York, the commission would be re- 
quired to institute a close and drastic quarantine on all horses which have not 
been inoculated twenty-one days prior to the quarantine and to set up an embargo 
against the entrance of horses until proof can be furnished of the requirement 
that they have been inoculated at least twenty-one days prior to shipment to 
New York. 


The commission believes that owners and trainers have been alerted to the 
seriousness of this disease and the risks that they run in not having their horses 
vaccinated.

The Fasig-Tipton Company, holding its 
“13th annual Hialeah race horse sale” 
on the evenings of February 3 and 4 in 
the Municipal Auditorium at Hialeah, 
Fla.. sold 111 Thoroughbred horses for 
$571,200, average $5,146, excluding one 
resale.

Because of illness and injuries Bar- 
bizon did not show his 2-year-old form again. He 
has been retired with total earnings of $199,460.

phanotis ran a little behind his stablemate for most 
of the race, but he had the stronger finish, draw- 
ing out in the final yards to win by a length. 
Favored, the entry paid $4.90. 

*Stephanotis was bred in Ireland by the Lime- 
stone Stud of Clifford Nicholson, and he was sold 
at the 1954 Newmarket December sales to trainer 
Harry Leader, agent for Mrs. Arped Plesch, for 
3,800 guineas ($11,172). Like his good half- 
brother Umberto, *Stephanotis often was bothered 
by soreness in his joints. He was unraced at 2, 
then won 3 of 6 races at 3, including the 1%- 
mile Ormonde Stakes at Chester. Last year he 
was unimpressive in his first 5 starts, but he closed 
his campaign with a surprise victory in the Cam- 
bridgeshire Stakes at Newmarket. 

After the Cambridgeshire, *Stephanotis was in- 
vited to the Washington, D. C., International, for 
which Laurel last year had more trouble than 
usual assembling a representative field. The colt 
ran a stronger race than most observers expected, 
finishing third to *Mahan and Third Brother, 
beaten about 4 lengths. A few hours before the 
International Mrs. Plesch had sold him to Mr. 
and Mrs. Allie E. Reuben’s Hasty House Farms, 
but he ran in the race under her colors. 

Timeform’s Race Horses of 1957 said *Stephan- 
otis “is about 14 pounds behind the best of his 
age and [before the Washington, D. C., Inter- 
national] had given every indication that 10 
furlongs was the limit of his stamina. . . . If 
*Stephanotis remains perfectly sound Mr. Reuben 
should have no difficulty winning good races 
with him.” 
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Brookmeade Stable’s Encore led all the way in the 7-furlong Palm Beach Handicap at Hialeah Park on January 239, 
The 4-year-old colt won the Royal Poinciana Handicap on January 18. 


*Stephanotis’ only start this year before the

Fertility in England 


The most recent issue of the Statistical 
Abstract published in January by the 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association in 
England gave sire-fertility data for stal- 
lions which covered at least 10 mares 
in the course of the 1956 breeding season. 
Five of the stallions reported now are 
standing in the U. S., and 4 American- 
bred horses are in England or Ireland. 

In the abbreviated table below the per- 
centage of ‘live foals is calculated without 
eliminating mares for which there was 
no report. The no-report column includes 
mares exported to foreign countries and 
which could not be traced. In the case 
of *Tulyar 6 mares were exported to the 
U. S. and 5 foals were reported to The 
Blood-Horse by the breeder. The other 
mare is included in the no-report column. 
Seven foals by Never Say Die were foaled 
in the U. S. The percentage of live foals 
for the 9 stallions was 71.5 percent.

I received a letter from the Grayson 
Foundation requesting a donation for re- 
search and have sent a contribution al- 
though I am not a breeder, owner, or 
trainer of horses. My interest is the keen 
enjoyment I receive watching the Thor- 
oughbreds perform. 

Recently I read that the Grayson Found- 
ation was forced to curtail research at 
a number of universities because of a 
$13,000 deficit. This is an astonishing 
anachronism when consider that 
more than 2-billion dollars was wagered 
in 1957 on Thoroughbred racing, not 
including trotting and fair racing. From 
this amount 24 states realized revenue 
greater than $165,000,000. These astron- 
omical figures completely dwarf not only 
the $13,000 deficit but also the modest 
$50,000 projected annual budget of the 
Grayson Foundation for continuing its 
laudable research. 

Just think, a ridiculously minute frac- 
tion such as .00005 per cent of what is 
wagered would supply the needed re- 
search funds for over two years! 

It seems to me that the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations of the United States, 
the National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners, The Jockey Club, the 
American Thoroughbred Breeders Ass0- 
ciation, and all other allied groups must 
be well aware of this deplorable situation. 

I would greatly appreciate your telling 
me why these organizations have not made 
a concerted effort to earmark a tiny frag: 
ment of the tremendous available funds 
for research and for improvement of the 
breed.

PEDIGREES 


In the annual “stakes supplements” 
issued by The Blood-Horse in recent 
years, it has been customary to describe 
the dams of stakes winners in traditional 
categories: unraced, unplaced, placed, 
winner, or stakes winner. These classi- 
fications, though they are standard usage 
among horsemen and are more or less 
harmless, have too little significance to be 
useful for statistical purposes. The term 
winner embraces virtually the whole 
range of racing ability, even when it 
excludes the stakes winner, and there is 
a wide area of overlap when stakes win- 
ners are compared with winners. Further, 
there are many mares recorded as placed 
or unplaced which started so few times 
that the degree of their racing ability was 
no better proved than if they had never 
raced at all. 

It is impossible, of course, to place all 
broodmares in a phenotypic continuum 
for study of genetic probability. The un- 
raced mares and those which raced infre- 
quently or quite unsoundly can be ap- 
praised only by conformation and kin, and 
these clues are less effective than the 
racing record for predicting the probable 
racing ability of the offspring. 

It is possible. however, to measure the 
racing ability of mares much more effec- 
tively than by classifying them simply as 
stakes winners, winners, placed, etc. In 
the supplementary issue of The Blood- 
Horse dated January 31 the racing rec- 
ords of the dams of 466 stakes winners 
of 1957 were given in shorthand, but in 
more detail than in the supplements of 
previous years. A series of figures after

These figures, like the categories used 
in éarlier supplements, are meaningless 
except in comparison with similar data 
representing the average of the breed, 4 
few comparisons are set forth below, be. 
tween the dams of 1957 stakes winners in 
North America (group A) and a random 
sample of 942 mares foaled in 1944-45-46 
(group B). 

There were a little more than half as 
many unraced mares in group A as in 
group B, 13.5 per cent to 25.9 per cent, 
In a separate sample representing the 
average of the breed, a group of 300 
mares which had registered foals in 1955, 
there were 29.3 per cent non-starters. 


The mares in group A raced an aver- 
age of 2.8 years; those in B, 3.3 years, 
excluding the non-starters. Group A had 
fewer starts, on the average, 29.3 to 34.7; 
but when the non-starters are included, 
the difference virtually ceases to exist, 
the averages becoming 25.4 and 257 
starts. 

The average runner in group A won 
4.8 races; in B, 3.6 races; but if the non- 
starters are included, the difference be- 
comes greater, 4.1 to 2.7. In group A, 
21.3 per cent of the starters failed to win; 
in B, 35.7 per cent. At the other end of 
the scale, 3.0 per cent of A won at least 
20 races, and 2.0 per cent of B. 

On the basis of the average-earnings 
index, the group index for dams of 1957 
stakes winners was 2.95; for the average 
of the breed, .84. The ratio was 3% to 1 
in favor of group A, that is, the dams of 
stakes winners earned 314 times as much 
as the average for all females. The 2.95 
index is enough to show that the dams of 
1957 stakes winners, as a group, were 
superior to the female progeny of any 
living stallion with a large number of 
runners. 

A tabulation shows the distribution of 
dams of stakes winners according to their 
racing indexes, with comparative figures 
based on the average-of-the-breed sample. 
It shows (1) that unraced mares produce 
about half as many stakes winners 4 
they would if racing merit had nothing 
to do with genetic merit; (2) that mares 
with indexes of .00 to .19, that is, with 
earnings less than one-fifth the average 
expectation, are at a disadvantage almost 
equal to that of unraced mares; (3) that 
even moderate racing ability, as indicated 
by indexes of .40 to .99. gives a broodmare

index increases. 

The 5.7 per cent of mares with indexes 
of 2.00 and higher produced 25.1 per cent 
of the stakes winners; the 2.9 per cent 
of mares in group B with indexes above 
3.00 was represented by 22.3 per cent of 
those in A; the 1.7 per cent of mares 
which won at least 4 times average expec- 
tation produced 13.7 per cent of the stakes 
winners; and the .2 per cent of mares (1 
in every 500) which earned as much as 
10 times average expectation produced 
10.1 per cent of the stakes winners. or 
about 50 times as many as they would 
have produced if racing class had no 
bearing on their value as broodmares. 

However striking these results may be, 
they are based upon data which include 
many stakes winners of only local or 
regional fame. If only the best horses are

considered, the advantage of racing abil- 
ity in the mare is clearly demonstrated. 

An accompanying tabulation summar- 
izes the racing records of the dams of 
the best horses of 1957, as indicated by 
the Experimental and Blood-Horse Handi- 
caps. The top 10 males and top 10 females 
in each age division are given, but in 
order to get an even break in weights it 
was necessary to take 1] 2-year-old fillies 
and 12 3-year-old fillies, bringing the 
total to 63 horses. 

The dams of these 63 horses were a re- 
markable lot. Only 4 of them were un- 
raced, or 6.35 per cent. against the breed 
average of 25.9 per cent, taking the low- 
est estimate for the latter figure. The 59 
mares which raced made a total of 1.654 
starts, an average of 28 races. They won 
363 races, or 21.9 per cent of their starts. 
The money totals were not accumulated, 
since some of the mares raced abroad, but

the 59 mares raced a total of 164 years 
and earned as much as 1,117.542 average 
year-starters of the seasons in which they 
did their running. The earnings index of 
the group was 6.81, indicating earnings at 
6.81 times the normal rate for both sexes 
and 8.11 times the normal rate for fe. 
males. 

Race mares of the highest class, as in. 
dicated by the indexes, were the dams of 
the best 5 3-year-old colts and of at least 
6 of the best 10 older fillies and mares, 
In each of the 6 groups the proportion of 
good race mares was much higher than in 
the average of the breed. 

In summary, the results of racing in 
1957 demonstrated once more that the 
chance of breeding a good horse increases 
in proportion to the demonstrated racing 
class of the dam.

9-Day Wonder? 


SypnNeY. When the jackpot totalisator 
came to Sydney we all wondered whether 
it would be a 9-day wonder (The Blood- 
Horse of January 18, page 156). After 
the ninth day, we still are wondering. 

The meeting at Randwick on January 
97 was the ninth day. When it was done 
the 9-day attendance total was 277,700, 
an increase of 13,000 over 1956-57, and 
tote investments were £1,324,400, an im- 
provement of £153,400. 

So far so good, I guess, yet I still have 
to be convinced that the tote jackpot is 
the answer to the problems of race clubs, 
tote companies, and the state government. 
These 3 take 1214 per cent of all invest- 
ments. 

(The jackpot is a kind of 5-race parlay. 
Those who pick all 5 winners share the 
total pool, but if no one has picked them 
all correctly, those who pick 4 winners 
and a second take half the pool, and so 
on. Whatever is left in the pool one day 
is carried over to the next. Ticket units 
cost 5 shillings each.) 

Sydney is a great city for gambling. 
The state lotteries take in more than a 
million pounds each month, and _ recently 
there was a lottery with first prize of 
£100,000. We recently had a visit from 
judge H. J. Buchanan, of Eldorado 
County, California, who noted that the 
prizes won on lotteries and at the tracks 
here made Nevada’s gambling seem small- 
time. Compared with the tax-free fortunes 
won in Sydney, he said, the money in 
Nevada was peanuts. 

Had the judge delayed his departure 
from Sydney for a few days he would 
have learned of the Australian tote rec- 
ord of nearly £24,000 won on a 5-shilling 
uit on the jackpot at Randwick on Jan- 
uary 27. 


New Champion 


Australia has a new sprint champion 
in the 3-year-old Newtown Wonder colt 
Dubbo, which won the 6-furlong Chal- 
lenge Stakes without an effort. There 
were several smart ones in the race, but 
while they were floundering in the home 
stretch he was eased up to win by 4 
lengths in 1:0914. He carried 115 pounds. 
Second was the 4-year-old Squander Lad, 
by Squander Bug.

Although the keepers of the English 
stud book adhere tc the American prac- 
tice of designating a horse’s country of 
origin according to his place of birth, it 
is the universal custom amongst Euro- 
pean breeders to accord the honor to the 
country where the animal’s dam is domi- 
ciled. Thus Ribot is considered Italian. 
as his dam was normally an inmate of 
an Italian stud, and the fact that this 
great race horse was actually foaled in 
England whilst his dam was on a visit to 
be mated with a stallion there does not 
make him English. By common usage he 
ranks as an Italian product. 

Generally speaking, this custom pro- 
duces no great difficulties, but it would 
be hard to conform with it in the case 
of *Princequillo. His dam, *Cosquilla. 
was bred in England and prior to the

war was a member of the L. L. Law- 
rence’s stud in France. In 1940 she was 
evacuated from France to England to 
escape the risks of the German invasion 
which was then impending, and she foaled 
*Princequillo at the Banstead Manor Stud 
at Newmarket. 

A few months later *Princequillo moved 
on to Ireland, and after a short stay 
there he went to the U. S. A. His sire, 
Prince Rose. was bred in England, was 
sold to Belgium as a foal, and was in 
France at the time he sired *Princequillo. 

I leave to those more versed in determin- 
ing the niceties of equine nationality the 
task of deciding which country can rightly 
claim the honor of breeding America’s 
reigning champion sire, but I should de- 
scribe him as a displaced person, an 
evacuee. or a war refugee. 


*PRINCEQUILLO IN 1950 


In his early days, in common with his 
European human counterparts, *Prince. 
quillo had to face up to the risks and 
difficulties of war. When he crossed from 
France to England (in utero) there was 
considerable submarine activity in the 
English Channel, whilst at the time of his 
transatlantic journey ships were being 
sunk with great frequency. During his 
stay at Newmarket forage was severely 
rationed, and the town and stud farms 
in the district did not escape scot-free 
from bombing. However. he arrived safe 
and sound in U. S. A., where he was to 
gain fame. 

I do not propose to elaborate the par. 
ticulars of *Princequillo’s racing record, 
but I will recall that he started 33 times 
at the ages of 2. 3, and 4. He won on 12 
occasions and was placed in another 12 
ventures. victories included the 
Jockey Club Gold Cup, the Saratoga Cup, 
and the Saratoga Handicap. Since retir. 
ing to stud in 1945 he was ninth on the 
list of sires of winners in 1950, fifth in 
1955, fourth in 1956, and champion in 
1957. His short pedigree reads as fol- 
lows:

I will now give particulars of the vari- 
ous horses and mares whose names appear 
in the pedigree. 

PRINCE ROSE has a | istory unique 
amongst European blood-hcrses. He was 
bred in England and sold to Belgium as 
a foal for only 260 guineas. On arrival 
there he become a “naturalized” Belgian. 
Naturalization was a system then in force 
in Belgium whereby an imported young- 
ster was allowed to race at level weights 
with Belgian-bred horses provided his 
owner covenanted that he should never 
leave the country except under license 
which was only granted to enable him to 
run a specific race elsewhere and to re- 
turn afterwards. Imported horses which 
did not take advantage of the plan had 
to shoulder a 6-pound penalty in all 
races in Belgium. The idea of the scheme 
was to encourage importation of foreign 
youngsters which, if they turned out well, 
would in due course be at the disposal 
of Belgium breeders to improve their 
stock. It has since been discontinued, and 
Prince Rose was the only horse of inter- 
national standing to be affected. 


He ran 20 times at the ages of 2, 3, 
and 4 in Belgium and France. Victory 
came his way 16 times, and he beat some 
of the best horses in Europe, including 
Tourbillon (French Derby), Pearl Cap 
(Prix de V’Are de Triomphe, French 
Qaks), Shred (second in French Derby 
and a good winner), Orpen (second in 
English Derby and St. Leger), and others 
of high repute. 

When the time came for him to go to 
stud, his owner was bound by his import 
conditions to stand him in Belgium, where 
the general standard of broodmares was 
moderate. A few French breeders sent 
him good-class mates, but on the whole 
his unfortunate position made it almost 
certain that he would never have the op- 
portunity of making a stallion of world 
renown. Luckily, some special agreement 
Was come to with the Belgian authorities 
md he was moved in 1938 to France. 
Where he was killed by artillery fire 6 
years later at the age of 16. 

Prince Rose was champion sire in Bel- 
gium and in France, and his get included 
the French Derby winner Prince Che- 
alier, sire of *Arctic Prince; Prince Bio. 
Winer of the French Two Thousand 
Guineas and one of the best stallions now 
stud in Europe; Bouton Rouge, winner 
Grand Prix d’Ostende; Pappageno II, 
are of *Pappa Fourway; Vic Day, winner 
lockey Club Cup; and of course *Prince- 


quillo,

*COSQUILLA, bred in England, was 
sent as an unraced 2-year-old to France, 
where she turned out an excellent per- 
former, winning half a dozen good-class 
events and being placed in others.

Ireland a few months later, and after 
a stay there of some 4 years crossed the 
Atlantic. In Europe, in addition to 
*Princequillo, she produced a minor win- 
ner called G.H.Q., and in the U. S. A. she 
foaled Rebee, a First Fiddle gelding 
which scored 9 times.

in France by J. Joubert and sold at 4, 
in 1923, to A. K. Macomber. A great 
stayer, he won 5 times in his native land 
and also took the Cesarewitch (214 miles) 
at Newmarket and the Queen Alexandra 
Stakes (2 miles 61% furlongs) at Ascot, 
carrying big weights. His stud career 
alternated between France and England, 
but he was never a popular stallion, as 
may be judged from the fact that his 
fee was usually in the neighborhood of 
£50. Prince Rose was far and away the 
best of his get. 

INDOLENCE was bred and raced in 
England, where she won a little event 
worth £267. Apart from Prince Rose, her 
produce were of small merit. She was a 
full sister to Hellespont, an indifferent 
racer which became the granddam of the 
Derby and St. Leger winner Airborne. 

PAPYRUS won the Derby and 8 other 
races. After being second in the 1923 St. 
Leger. he was shipped to the U. S. A. for 
his match with Zev in which he suffered a 
heavy defeat. I do not blame the horse 
for this, as there were only 5 weeks be- 
tween the races. during which he had a 
comparatively long sea voyage followed 
by an impossibly short time in which to 
become acclimatized and familiarized with 
American racing conditions. He was at 
stud in England for some 18 seasons and 
sired a large number of winners of limit- 
ed class but none of outstanding capacity. 

QUICK THOUGHT had her only rac- 
ing success in a selling race worth under 
£200. when she was receiving weight from 
all the other runners. However, she foaled 
6 winners of 2514 races value £12,770. 
The best of these were Haste Away (4 
wins, including the Cosmopolitan Cup, 
close-up fourth in the St. Leger), Short 
Hand (6 wins, including the Scottish 
Derby), and Petit Bleu (4 wins, includ- 
ing the Manchester Cup and one dead- 
heat). 


Third Generation 


*PRINCE PALATINE was one of the 
best horses to grace the English Turf in 
the 20th century. yet, probably due to 
his disappointing stud results, his name 
is unfamiliar to many of the present 
generation of racing fans. He was by St. 
Simon’s best son Persimmon out of a 
half-sister to the One Thousand Guineas 
winner Flair. a member of one of the best 
families in the stud book. Among other 
races, *Prince Palatine won the Ascot 
Gold Cup (twice), the St. Leger, the 
Eclipse Stakes, and the Jockey Club 
Stakes. 

A noteworthy feature of his racing 
career was that his victory in the Ascot 
Gold Cup (21% miles) was followed a 
fortnight later by a success in the Eclipse 
Stakes (114 miles). These respective 
races, particularly in his era, usually at- 
tracted the best stayers and the best mid- 


dle-distance performers in Europe, so jp 
order to achieve the double in the same 
season a horse had to be an outstanding 
stayer and at the same period an outstand. 
ing middle-distance runner. 

*Prince Palatine went to stud in Eng. 
land in 1914, moved to France in 19]9 
and from there in 1920 to the U. S. A, 
where he was burnt to death in a stable 
fire in 1924, He changed hands severaj 
times at high prices, despite his very low 
fertility. Apart from Rose Prince, he 
made but little mark on modern blood. 
lines, although in England he got Prince 
Pal (the sire of Mate), which was ex. 
ported to the U. S. A. in utero. 

EGLANTINE was a winner in her na. 
tive France and foaled some 9. or 10 minor 
winners in addition to Rose Prince. She 
was by the French Derby and Grand 
Prix winner and champion sire Perth out 
of the French One Thousand Guineas and 
Oaks winner Rose de Mai. 

GAY CRUSADER was another racer of 
unusual ability which was a disappointing 
sire. His victories, scored during the first 
World War, embraced the Triple Crown 
plus a substitute event, run at Newmar- 
ket. for the Ascot Gold Cup. He was by 
the St. Leger winner Bayardo, which also 
got Gainsborough, out of Gay Laura, by 
Beppo out of the One Thousand Guineas 
winner Galeottia. Gay Crusader gained 
the reputation of getting soft stock, but 
nevertheless he made an important im- 
print on the world’s stud books, as his 
daughters included Loika, dam of Djebel; 
Indolence, dam of Prince Rose; and Hel- 
lespont, the granddam of Airborne. 

BARRIER won 4 races and produced 5 
winners, including the Irish hunter and 
chaser sire Barocco and Barrulet (5 wins 
and a useful producer). She was by the 
City and Suburban winner Grey Leg, and 
her greatgranddam Wharfedale was a 
half-sister to Bonnie Gal whose Ameri- 
can-bred son Disguise ran third in the 
1900 English Derby, carrying J. R. 
Keene’s colors. Disguise beat his Derby 
conqueror, Diamond Jubilee, in the 


Jockey Club Stakes. 
TRACERY was bred in Kentucky by 


Major August Belmont and sent as a year- 
ling to England, where he turned out to 
be a top-class racer, winning the St. 
Leger. Eclipse Stakes, Champion Stakes, 
etc., and finishing third in the Derby. 
His chance of winning the Ascot Gold Cup 
was destroyed by a madman running on 
to the course and causing him to fall. 
This incident must not -be confused with 
a similar one which occurred in the same 
season, when the King’s horse Anmer 
was brought down in the Derby by 4 
politically demented woman. 

Tracery was by the triple crown wit- 
ner *Rock Sand out of *Topiary, both

Before his stock appeared on the 
race course he was exported to Russia 
and disappeared in the 1917 Revolution in 
that unhappy country. 

*Princequillo is an out-bred horse with 
no name in his pedigree appearing twice 
in his first 4 removes and only St. Simon's 
duplicated in the next generation. The 
outstanding feature of his breeding is ihe 
unusual wealth of staying blood. All the 
stallions in his 3-generation pedigree had 
a distance capacity of some 134 miles. (For 
more notes on *Princequillo see page 388.)

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Notes from the Breeder 


Several weeks ago, before Sir Charles 
Leicester’s article on *Princegqillo had 
been received, the editor of The Blood- 
Horse wrote to L. L. Lawrence in Paris 
asking clarification of several points on 
which there was conflicting or doubtful 
evidence. Some of the questions were an- 
swered by Sir Charles, but Mr. Law- 
rence’s account, under date of January 
28, is of interest because he was the 
breeder of Prince Rose’s 2 most influen- 
tial sons: *Princequillo, which became 
the first St. Simon-line horse ever to head 
the list of sires in North America, and 
Prince Bio, which greatly strengthened 
the line in Europe. The following notes 
are excerpts from his letter. 


The first time I saw Prince Rose, when 
he won the Prix du President de la Re- 
publique at St. Cloud in 1932, I was 
greatly impressed, evidently — indelibly. 
Our all-too-brief relationship years later 
justified my admiration many-fold. . . . 

When I bought the Haras de Cheffre- 
ville. there were several very nice mares 
included, but the real prize was Dark 
Legend. a truly great stallion. Unfortu- 
nately he was well on in years. and our 
desire to bring fresh blood to the stud 
caused us to look beyond France’s bor- 
ders for nominations to likely stallions. 


We sent some mares to England when, 
thanks to the innumerable successes of 
Prince Rose’s produce, I was forcibly re- 
minded of my earlier infatuation. I wrote 
Dr. Coppez for nominations, and in 1937, 
I believe, sent 2 or 3 mares to Prince 
Rose’s court in Belgium. 

There was no intention at that time 
to acquire any interest in the horse. But 

. to our dismay, the Societe d’Encour- 
agement informed us that the animals 
born in Belgium while the mares were 
visiting Prince Rose were not qualified 
as “born and bred” in France. This de- 
spite the fact that they may have been 
born at Cheffreville and returned there 
at the close of the covering season. You 
can appreciate what a blow this ruling 
meant to a breeder who raced in France. 
Far more crippling then than now, when 
practically all but a few “produce” races 
and the Prix du Jockey Club are open 
to horses of all countries. 

Pending efforts to obtain revision of 
this ruling, I decided to try to bring 
Prince Rose to France, if possible, and 
succeeded, in 1938, to make an arrange- 
ment with Dr. Coppez, Prince Rose’s for- 
tunate owner, a famous eye surgeon in 
Brussels. The deal, as I recall it, was a 
lease. with entire management and _ re- 
sponsibility mine, for a period of 3 years, 
a minimum guarantee per year to Dr. Cop- 
pez, and right to renew at my option for 


further 3-year periods. I am quite ge. 
tain I had no option to purchase. 

I do not know the details or circup. 
stances surrounding his removal from 
Cheffreville, though the Germans had gl. 
ready, as early as 1940, tried to take the 
horse away from us, unsuccessfully, , , , 
In 1941 the SS took over our farm and 
belongings and remained there 
July, 1944. 

From the enclosed letter from My. 
Chedeville. proprietor of the Haras 
Tellier, you will note that the horse was 
transferred there at the end of 194] and 
held court there in 1942-43 and in 1944 
when he was killed by a shell falling op 
his stall. [Andre Chedeville’s letter re. 
ported that he bought the horse, “en asso. 
ciation avec le professeur Coppez,” at the 
end of 1941; that at the time of the Ger. 
man retreat in 1944 the Haras du Tellier 
was between the German and American 
lines for about 10 days, during which 
period there was no chance to evacuate 
the horse; and that Prince Rose was killed 
in his stall in August, 1944, by an Amer. 
ican shell. | 

I acquired *Cosquilla from Mr. Unzue 
by private treaty at the end of her racing 
career. Juan Torterolo trained for Unaue 
and me, and knew that I was a devoted 
admirer of *Cosquilla. I do not think J 
paid very much. 

*Cosquilla was sent to England in 1939

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to be covered by Tai-Yang, so it may 
safely be assumed *Princequillo was foal- 
ed at the Banstead Manor Stud, Cheveley. 
Newmarket, Suffolk, in 1940. I believe she 
remained in England until covered by 
Colombo in 1941 and then was shipped to 
my farm in Eire. I know nothing about 
the supposed “fishing boat” story; have 
no records nor recollection of such inci- 
dent. [This was in answer to a query. | 

From Eire I had arranged to send 
several yearlings to the States, and on 
my return from Occupied France in 1941 
thought about their training. We were 
living at the time in Locust Valley. and 
decided to try to have the yearlings 
broken close by. where we could see as 
much as possible of them and enjoy their 
progress. I found a young man, Sangster, 
who stabled a few horses at the former 
Victor Emmanuel farm nearby. Here the 
horses remained until Sangster managed 
to get accommodations at the Mill River 
Farm, where there were unusually fine 
stalls, a half-mile training track, and 
woodland rides on all the vast properties 
surrounding. 

The time was drawing near for me to 
leave the country because of the war, and 
I had not the financial means to support 
the training and racing of horses. so look- 
ed about for possibilities to relieve my 
family of this burden during my unde- 
terminable absence. I addressed myself to 


Torterolo, who had left France in 1941 
and re-established himself in the Argen- 
tine, whence his father and brothers and 
he had come many years before. He re- 
gretfully replied that too many obstacles 
prevented any of his patrons from con- 
sidering a deal. 

In the meantime the late Mr. Mayer 
had sent a large string of horses to be 
raced in the East under Bill Finnegan’s 
training. I had Mr. Finnegan see the 
yearlings and he expressed his willingness 
to take them on if Mr. Mayer were in- 
terested. The latter replied that he felt 
he already had sufficient horses in train- 
ing. However. he found occasion to speak 
to [the late Anthony] Pelleteri and Ray 
Bell. 


Bell phoned me. arranged an appoint- 
ment to have me meet a certain Mr. 
[Horacio] Luro at the Plaza Hotel. Luro 
said he was interested in leasing the horses 
or some other form of deal, and when I 
left is was understood he would visit the 
horses and decide. To my best knowledge 
this was the last I ever heard from Luro. 


Pelleteri asked to see the horses. now 
stabled at Belmont, I believe, and was 
sufficiently impressed by *Princequillo’s 
“way of going,” if not his size, and offer- 
ed to lease the colt. 


Shortly thereafter I left the States, not 
to return for several years, and you know 


better than I what followed. The hore 
remained my property while with Pek. 
teri; he never acquired any interest in him, 
I willingly accepted the clause permj. 
ting Pelleteri to run *Princequillo jy 
claiming races, as I should again wer 
the circumstances to repeat themselves 
for I would not have anyone subjected tp 
onerous charges for training and racing 
if an animal showed he did not warran, 
the continued expense. 

. . . | was deprived of the pleasure of 
Prince Bio’s career on the track as well 
as at the stud, and though the circum. 
stances are equally dolorous, and_ with 
even more reason, yet I feel no regrets, 

I hesitate to express myself on any 
physical resemblance that may run from 
Prince Rose to Round Table, never having 
had the pleasure to see the latter, except 
by photos. From these I should say there 
is a very definite resemblance. I find the 
relationship between Prince Rose, Prince 
Bio, and *Princequillo easily recogniz 
able, but maybe that is because I was 
so close to each. 

Years ago I went back to whatever 
photos I could get of Prince Rose’s ante. 
cedents. The best I could collect was Per. 
simmon, whose photo I still possess, and 
with whom I find such striking resem. 
blance that I must conclude this strain, 
St. Simon, which I originally sought, was 
the dominant one. 


It takes speed to win, and Baybrook had speed to spare.

won his races by six, seven, and twelve lengths, and he did 
it under top weight. Baybrook won on fast, slow, and muddy 
tracks, and he won on the grass. He was an excellent 2-year-old 
and ran with Tom Fool and Hill Gail at equal weights at Bel- 
mont. Carrying top weight, Baybrook won the George Woolf 
Memorial Stakes by seven lengths, etc., and placed in the 
Babylon Handicap, Primer and Cowdin Stakes. As an older 
horse, Baybrook continued his winning ways. Carrying top 
weight on a muddy track, he won the Edward J. Fleming 
Memorial, and other handicaps. He won, under top weight, 
in 1:10% on the turf at Washington Park — within % of the 
track record for the six-furlongs.
